W a s h in g to n , July 20.—-Tho terms 
which tho United States government 
will find accoptablo as a basis of peace 
are being reduced to form by Secretary 
Day, the president having roached a 
conclusion on their outlines. 
Those 
terms wero the formal subject of most 
of the discussion during tho day in 
official circlos. 
If tho president’s pur­ 
pose was to securo freo expression of 
public opinion on this subject he has 
been gratified with tho response mado 
through tho newspapers aud in tho ex­ 
hibition of tho interest by government 
officials in the complex problem now 
presented. 
Although it was thought 
heretofore that no outline of the situ­ 
ation assumed by tho United States 
government on this subject would bo 
forthcoming until after tho cabinet 
meeting there has boon tho host reason 
to believe that after tho full confer­ 
ences tho president had individually 
with members of his cabinet he has al­ 
ready mado up his own mind and Sec­ 
retary Day has now practically reduced 
to form tho 
Reply th e United St ated W ill M ake 
to Spain’s overtures through Ambassa­ 
dor Cambon. 
On tho principal points 
the administration’s policy was so well 
understood and stated by tho Asso­ 
ciated Press that thoro is nothing loft 
to conjecture. 
About tho only point 
that scorns to bo open to am endm ent of 
an extensive character is tho disposi­ 
tion of tho Philippines. 
W hile tho ad­ 
ministration has not failed to take no­ 
tice of the demand for their acquisition 
by the United Statos, as exhibited in 
certain sections of tho country, it can 
bo stated that tho conclusion has beon 
reached to abide by tho first decision 
on this point, namoly, to relinquish tho 
islands, retaining a coaling station and 
a surrender of a sufficient zone to make 
it self-supporting. 
This decision, it is 
possible, though not probable, may bo 
again changed before tho cabinet dis­ 
poses of tho mattor, as strong influ­ 
ences are at wTork to induce the presi­ 
dent to insist upon tho substitution of 
ut least an independent government 
ovor the Philippines for Spanish rule.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 29. —Secretary Al­ 
ger is deeply concerned over the we! 
fare of the gallant troops andor Shaf­ 
ter’s command, now encamped on the 
outskirts of Santiago. 
The health re­ 
port shows a surprisingly large number 
of cases of sickness, but an arm y sur­ 
geon authorized tho statem ent that 
these figures aro misleading in a cer­ 
tain sense, but that the situation may 
not bo noarly so bad as they would 
soem to indicate. 
The slightest ail­ 
ment of tho most temporary nature 
suffices to placo a soldier’s name on tho 
sick reports, while nothing would dis­ 
tinguish between such a case aud 
o h o 
of mortal illness. 
The inference is 
that many of those casos in Shaftor’s 
camp aro of a trivial nature, but go to 
swell its grand 
total of 
sick and 
wounded. 
Notwithstanding this m iti­ 
gating fact, Secretary Alger is going to 
romovo tho soldiers at tho very earliest 
opportunity to a moro healthful climo. 
Tho surgeon general, under the direc­ 
tion of tho secretary, a few days ago 
inspected a tract of laud adjoining 
Montauk Point, L. I., belonging to tile 
Long Island Railroad company, which 
had been 
OflVrotl to th e G overnm ent 
as suitable to a largo encampment. The 
tract is three miles square aud contains 
an abundance of fresh water, a consid- 
orab’o lake, a hill 150 foot in height, 
and many other sanitary advantages 
including 
salt wator bathing. 
The 
necessary orders to equip this as a 
camping ground will go forward im ­ 
mediately and every advantage will be 
taken of tho experience gainod in the 
formation of tho great camps at Chick­ 
amauga and Camp Algor to make the 
conditions as comfortable as possible 
for the battle scarred veterans of Shat* 
tor’s army. 
Tho time for their re 
moval is left to General Shafter, the 
only limitation placed upon him being 
that he shall not delay the homeward 
sailing of his troops beyond tho mo 
moat when it shall bo safe for them to 
leave Santiago, having regard to the 
fever conditions. 
Meanwhile, details 
aro being mado of troops to supply the 
force that shall garrison Santiago so 
long as it shall bo found necessary to 
continue troops. 
This force will be 
made up almost altogether of immunes.

— Tho war de­ 
partm ent was busy yesterday hurry­ 
ing the dispatch of the remainder of 
Miles’ expedition against Puerto Hico. 
Such progress has been made that it 
Is hoped all of the troops 
will be on 
Puerto It lean soil within a week at the 
latest, 
(.en. Miles is not expected to 
defer his landing till at that time, but, 
presumably will pick out a suitable 
place for encamping bis troops and es- 
t ab ii jill himself ashore awaiting the ar­ 
rival of the other detachments now on 
their way. 
W ar department officials 
have no news from him except through 
press dispatches, as the general has 
not with him, so far as is known, any 
dispatch boats. 
It will be at least Sat­ 
urday before direct cable communica­ 
tion can be established with him, and 
In the meantime reliance must be had 
on the dispatch boats running across 
to 
St, Thomas, 
distant about 
four 
hours’ run. It was expected at the de­ 
partm ent that Gen. Brooke and Gen. 
Haines would sail from Newport News 
yesterday to join Miles, and that most 
of Gen. Brooke’s command would bo 
embarked by Wednesday. 
The work 
of embarkation at Hampton Bonds is 
being conducted with much less diffi­ 
culty and delay than 
was expected. 
Col. Hecker, in charge of the trans­ 
portation division of tile w ar depart­ 
ment, who has 
just 
returned from 
that place, has reported to Secretary 
Alger that it is eminently suited to the 
D e p o r t m e n t o f T roop*. 
Consequently tin' secretary has ordered 
all of Gen. Grant’s brigade, .TOOD men, 
from Chickamauga to Newport News. 
It is not 
expected 
that 
all of the 
transports required for their accommo­ 
dation will have arrived there by the 
time the soldiers get in, but they will 
be encamped on suitable ground there 
aud it is believed will be benefitted by 
the 
change 
from 
Chickamauga. 
Adjt. Corbin, with his faithful private 
secretary, Mr. Coursey, completed the 
hundredth consecutive night’s service 
a t the 
department, and 
still 
there 
seems to be 
little 
diinunition in the 
number of telegrams and letters and 
official papers pouring in upon tills of­ 
fice work. 
The signal service has suc­ 
ceeded in reclaiming from the battle- 
11*4*1 of Santiago the tubes which sup­ 
plied the military balloon with pure 
hydrogen gas, and they, with the bal­ 
loon itself, have been brought over to 
Tampa. 
The tubes will be recharged 
Immediately and the whole apparatus 
will lie dispatched at once to Puerto 
Hico to assist Gen. Miles in his cam ­ 
paign there.

BIO INCREASE OF F E V E R CASES. 


G en. S h a fte r R ep o rt* F i v e H u n d re d 
S e w 
t'a ie* . 
Washington, July 27. In a dispatch 
to tile war department Gen. Shafter 
reports that a bout 
500 new cases of 
fever have developed 
In his corps at 
Santiago. 
This 
number 
includes, of 
course, all classes of fevers; probably 
some cases of 
genuine 
yellow fever. 
Only one death is reported, that one 
being from yellow fever. The cheering 
intelligence Is conveyed that the situ­ 
ation is improving and that about 400 
men who have been ill have returned 
to duty. 
As heretofore Indicated by 
Gen. Shafter and the medical officers 
of his corps, the cases of fever are of 
a notably mild type. The patients are 
111 from three days to a week aud then 
return to duty quite as well as ever. 
The medical 
officers 
concur 
in the 
opinion that this 
fever 
renders the 
men immune, for the time at least, to 
yellow fever. 
The question of return­ 
ing a large part of Gen. Shafter's com­ 
mand to this country for rest and re­ 
cuperation was under consideration by 
the war officials, but the idea has been 
practically abandoned, at least for the 
present. 
Those who are ill now or 
who have been exposed to the infection 
are isolated in detention camps and are 
not permitted to return to the main 
body of troops 
until 
all danger bas 
been averted. 
Through the adoption 
of rigid sanitary precautions and care­ 
ful attention to those who fall ill. it is 
expected that tile fever will run its 
course in a comparatively brief time. 


P E A C E W ILL BE EASY.

Starting from W innipeg wo travelod 
to tho Rocky 
m ountains ovor a m ag­ 
nificent prairie country, through the 
southern part of tho provinces of Mani­ 
toba, Assiniboa and Alberta. 
North 
of tho last tw o aro tlio provinces of 
Saskatchewan, Athabasca and Yukon, 
w hich fivo form the N orthw est Terri­ 
tory. 
This section, w hich is as largo 
as tho N orthw estern states, includes a 
vast am ount of dosirablo land 
for 
ranching and general farming. 
For 
900 miles w est from W innipeg and 500 
inilos north from tho American line is 
arublo soil. 
It is a great territory, 
capable of sustaining tons of millions 
of population, w hile the total popula­ 
tion today is but about 500,000. 
It is 
not all a vast prairio, as so m any think, 
though much of Manitoba and of tlio 
southern stroteh of boundary land is 
treeless liko the Red rivor valloy and in­ 
cludes some of tho richost and most fer­ 
tile lauds to bo found on this continent.

Pacific it is 
more varied and a splendid country is

Jaw and at dozens of other stations, 
thoy aro the certain evidonco of strong 
local markets. 
An 
exam ination of 
them dovelops resources, also shows 
where m uch of tho w heat and of tho 
immense shipments of cattle go, w hile 
the surplus goes to England, w hich nat­ 
urally prefers the products of its 
own 
colony. 
In this regard, moroovor, tho 
source of the early settlem ent of tho 
country is important. As is well known 
England is tho richest country in 
the 
world. 
It lias practically endless cap­ 
ital for investm ent, and from tho days 
of tho Hudson 
Bay company, w hich 
earned large dividends for its stock­ 
holders, Canada lias been a favorite 
dum ping ground for 
English 
money. 
Hundreds, indeed thousands, of young 
Englishm en 
have come 
lioro 
with 
m oney, for it m ust bo remembered that 
While trade is not considered just the 
thing for younger 
members of tho 
British nobility, 
agriculture, 
m ining 
and ranching aro highly regarded, and 
the freedom of tho Western lifo also had 
great attractions for m any of the more 
restless spirits. 
So it has been that so 
much money lias come here almost in 
advance of the real settlem ent of the

Taking tho Manitoba and Northwestern 
road from Portago la Prairio 
or tho 
Canadian Pacific branch from Regina, 
you reach tho Saskatchewan 
river

farmers, and practically all homostcad 
and railroad lauds.

Anglo-Saxon alliance is tho watch­ 
word of Canada. 
Friendliness 
to 
everything American, 
cordiality 
to 
thoir American cousins and a kindly 
feeling almost beyond belief, is found 
all through the dominion, or at least 
all through Western Canada. This was 
the political lesson learned by tho M in­ 
nesota editors who took the recent trip 
half way across tho continent from 
Winnipeg to Victoria. 
It was a mag­ 
nificent trip and full of surprises, but 
this was the most significant fact of 
the journey and tho most unexpected. 


A M o a t C o r d i a l H e c < * p t io n . 
Tho journey of nearly 2,OOO miles was 
tendered the editors of Minnesota by 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany, at the suggestion and through 
tho request of tho Hon. Clifford Siitori, 
minister of tho interior, who, since lie 
has taken cc.ntrol of that department, 
has enthused groat spirit into the de­ 
velopment of Western Canada. 
He is 
a man of great rosourcefullness and 
has adopted now methods and progres­ 
sive ideas tor tho conduct of tho de­ 
portment. 
The excursionista numbered 185—tho 
largest in tho history of the Editorial 
association. 
They were 
personally 
cared for 
by 
Mr. Will 
J. 
White, 
press representative 
of 
the 
land 
department 
of 
tho 
Canadian 
government. 
Wo 
were 
taken 
to 
Winnipeg by tho Northern 
Pacific 
road and there our long journey prac­ 
tically began w ith a most cordial re­ 
ception by the officials aud board of 
trade of that city. 
For tho first time 
in our lives we were “foreigners,” but 
it was impossible to realize it. 
Our 
Canadian cousins usa our language, 
look like 
us, dress 
liko 
us, 
and 
though they epoak English 
with a 
slight “brogue,” 
are 
readily 
for­ 
given that by 
U ndo 
Sam’s 
boys 
aud 
girls. 
Indeed, 
thoro 
was 
absolutely nothing to show that we 
were not at homo excopt that nowhere 
in our own country did we ever have 
quito so delightful and so cordial a re­ 
ception as hero, and that we were un­ 
der tho English flag which, however, 
was everywhere joined w ith 
“Old 
Glory,” just as every where wore played 
by tho bauds or sung, our national airs 
with “God Save tho Queen,” while 
cheers for the president of the United 
States mingled with elisors for Her 
Majesty. 
E xtent o f W estern Canada. 


I 
Starting from Winnipeg wo traveled 
to tho Rocky mountains over a mag­ 
nificent prairie country, through the 
southern part of tho provinces of Mani­ 
toba, Assiniboa and Alberta. 
North 
of tho last two are tho provinces of 
Saskatchewan, Athabasca aud Yukon, 
which fivo torm the Northwest Terri­ 
tory. 
This section, which is as largo 
as tho Northwestern states, includes a 
vast amount of desirable land 
for 
ranching aud general farming. 
For 
900 miles west from Winnipeg and 500 
miles north from the American line is 
arable soil. 
It is a great territory, 
capable of sustaining tons of millions 
of population, while tho total popula­ 
tion today is but about 500,000. 
It is 
not all a vast prairie, as so many think, 
though much of Manitoba and of the 
southern stretch of boundary land is 
treeless like the Red river valley and in­ 
cludes some of tho richest and most fer­ 
tile lands to bo found on this continent. 
North of tho Canadian Pacific it is 
more varied aud a splendid country is 
just boing opened to settlement aud 
railroads are being pushed through to 
give the now settlers a market. 
In all 
these 
provinces 
named, 
a 
home­ 
stead law is rn operation which is situ 
ilar to that of tho United States; it is, 
in fact, modeled after it. 
At the end 
of only throe years, however, ho can 
provo up, tho Gxpouso boing but $10 
Vast amounts of this best laud is thus 
subject to tho homestead law, ovon in 
Manitoba aud in tho southern counties 
of tho Northwest Territory whore sub­ 
stantial towns afford a near aud roll 
able rnarkot. 
Tho Question of M arket. 
This question of market ie aa impor 
tant one, but when the traveler sees 
from two to twelve elevators at such 
towns us Portage la Prairie, Carberry, 
Brandon, Virden, 
Griswold, 
Moose 
Jaw and ut dozens of other stations, 
they are the certain evidence of strong 
local markets. 
Au 
examination of 
them develops resources, also shows 
whore much of tho wheat aud of tho 
immense shipments of cattlo go, while 
the surplus goos to England, which nat­ 
urally prefers the products of its own 
colony. 
In this regard, moroovor, the 
source of the early settlement of the 
country is important. As is well known 
England is tho richest couutry in tho 
world. 
It has practically endless cap­ 
ital for investment, and from tho day* 
of tho Hudson Bay company, which 
earned large dividends for its stock 
holders, Canada has been a favorite 
dumping ground for English money 
Hundreds, indeed thousands, of young 
Englishmen have come 
hero 
with 
money, for it must be remembered that 
While trade is not considered just the 
thing for younger members of tho 
British nobility, agriculture, mining 
aud ranching are highly regarded, and 
tho freedom of tho Western lifo also had 
great attractions for many of tho more 
restless spirits. 
So it has been that so 
much money has corno here almost in 
advance of tho real settlement of the 


country to beg'n \c.r<zo operations, to 
open and dev lop mines, build cities 
and mal o markets before tho smaller 
settler arrived. 
These men, too have 
prospered, nae! they t pend their money 
freely. 
Money appears plenty 
and 
everything is prepared in advance for 
tno well being of tho poorer settler. In 
short it is just the rcvorso of the settle­ 
ment methods in our country. 
With 
us poverty was the pioneer and frugal­ 
ity went iu advance of development. 
Our early settlers lived for years wait­ 
ing for railroads aud markets, and 
towns only came after tho homestead­ 
ers by their little accumulations had 
increased the mercantile demand. For 
this reason Canada today presents the 
new phase of “ pioneering made easy.” 


A H o m o F u r S m a l l 
F a r m e r * . 
To tho small farmer who is socking a 
flew home, WO believe Western Can­ 
ada offers great inducements. 
While 
it seems a long way north the Canadian 
Pacific railway lino is far south of 
Edinborough, tho climate is about that 
of Northern Minnesota and tho land 
raises splendid and suro crops. 
Of 
course any farmer who has a Minne­ 
sota farm and is fairly prosperous, 
would be foolish to exchange it for any 
other location. 
We saw nothing on 
our trip that we thought equalled our 
own state; but thoro are always mon 
who will go somewhere, 
men who 
would not bo satisfied after a residence 
in heaven; young men who have the 
pioneer spirit and mon whom mis­ 
fortune drives from thoir homes. 
To 
such we say if you must loave Minne­ 
sota, Western Canada will give you a 
warm welcome and groat opportun­ 
ities. 
Yrou can reach thoro by way of 
Winnipeg and tho Canadian Pacific 
will take you West from there, or you 
can go direct by t ho Soo lino to Moose 
Jaw in the Assiniboia district. 
If you 
will write to Mr. Will J. White at Ot­ 
tawa, Out., or to any Canadian gov­ 
ernment agent in tho United States, 
you will bo sent all needed information 
and told how to got cheap roilroad 
rates. 


T h o C o u n t r y M o r o In D e t a i l * 
To call more particular attention to 
certain districts outside of Manitoba, 
tho land seeker should not forget the 
northern part of Assinibioa aud Sas­ 
katchewan which gave its name to the 
finest hard wheat the world lias known. 
Taking the Manitoba and Northwestern 
road from Portage la Prairie or the 
Canadian Pacific branch from Regina, 
you reach tho Saskatchewan 
river 
couutry and tho newly opened Swan 
river district, two of tho choicest dis­ 
tricts in all Western Canada for small 
farmers, aud practically all homestead 
aud railroad lauds. 
The present rail­ 
roads aro being extended that way and 


u g w ouos built, so that by fall a near­ 
by market will be ready for those who 
aro now pushing that way. 
These 
regions are well watered with large 
rivers and lakes, and havo a varied 
landscape with plenty of timber land 
along tho waterways. 
Another fine 
timber 
district 
is 
north 
from 
Calgary in Alberta, tho Edmonton dis­ 
trict, tho present terminus of that 
branch of tile Canadian Pacific rail­ 
road. 
South around Calgary is the 
groat cattle country, and this town it- 
stdf is remarkable.

along tho railroad, tho continuous line 
of elevators showing the extent of tho 
annual crop, the great herds of cattle, 
aud other evidences of present pros 
parity, with the limitless resources and 
possibilities, were tho most significant 
facts we met. 


T h e F u r l I r o b l e in. 
Tho only puzzle to us was tho fuel 
problem for the prairie couutry, but it 
is considered as practically solved by 
tho cheap coal product, for it mast be 
known that between tho Rod river and 
the Rockies is some 65,000 square miles 
of coal bearhug strata and coal is sup­ 
plied at a cost of from $2.50 to $5 a tou, 
while tho northern timber is supplied 
at £3 a cord.

of that vast country. 
Mining ranks as 
their equal, and sheep, hogs and dairy­ 
ing are important sources of revenue. 
For example, in Manitoba tho butter 
and cheese output, both of factories and 
farms, in 1894 was but $34,000, while 
only three years later in 1897 the 
creamery butter sold for $366,317, and 
the cheese product for $83,895.

tho provinces are moving similarly 
along the samo lino and Canada will 
coon be a great dairying couutry.

The battleship Towa was the first 
Ship to sec the Spanish fleet coming 
out of the harbor on the morning 
July 
3. 
Somebody

ment later the Iowa was at general 
quarters and the signal 
was hoisted 
that the enemy’ ships were coming out. 
A gun was fired to attract the atten­ 
tion of the fleet at 9:33 a. m. “ Fight­ 
ing Bob” Evans, the commander of the 
Iowa, was sitting in his cabin, talking 
to his sen, a cadet on the Massachu­ 
setts, who, luckily, had been left be­ 
hind In a picket launch when the Mas­ 
sachusetts went to Guantanamo to coal 
at dawn.

Capt. Evans’ account of the battle 
as told in the cabin of the Iowa to a 
correspondent of the A ssociated Press, 
]• Intensely Interesting. 
He said: 
"At the tim e ‘general quarters’ was 
sounded the engine bell rang full speed 
ahead, and I put the helm to starboard 
and the Iowa crossed the bow s of the 
Infanta Maria Teresa, the first ship 


1,100 yards, the Iowa’s entire battery, 
including the rapid-fire guns, was op­ 
ened on Oquendo.

gled condition. 
Many prisoners had 
been killed on shore by the fire of the 
Gubins. 
The Harvard came off and I 
requested Capt. Cotton to go in and 
take off the crews of the Infanta Maria 
Teresa and the Almirante Oquendo and 
by midnight the Harvard had 976 pris­ 
oners aboard, a great number of them 
wounded.

GREAT NAVAL VICTORY. 


“ Fighting Bob” Evans Graphically Describes 
the Annihilation of Cervcra’s 
Proud Fleet. 


The battleship Towa was the first 
•hip to see the Spanish fleet coming 
out of the harbor on the morning */f 
July 3. 
Somebody on the bridge 
shouted: 
“What’s that black thing 
coming out of the harbor?” A mo­ 
ment later the Iowa was at general 
quarters and the signal 
was hoisted 
that the enemy* ships were coming out. 
A gun was fired to attract the atten­ 
tion of the fleet at 9:33 a. rn. “Fight­ 
ing Bob” Evans, the commander of the 
Iowa, was sitting In his cabin, talking 
to his sen, a (adet on the Massachu­ 
setts. who. luckily, had been left be­ 
hind in a picket launch when the Mas­ 
sachusetts went to Guantanamo to coal 
at dawn. 


Capt. Frond' Story. 
Capt. Evans’ account of the battle 
as told in the cabin of the Iowa to a 
correspondent of the Associated Press, 
ii Intensely interesting. He said: 
"At the time ‘general quarters* was 
founded the engine bell rang full speed 
ahead, and I put the helm to starboard 
and tho Iowa crossed the bows of the 
Infanta Marla Teresa, the first ship

As the Spanish admiral swung to 
the westward the I Ii -1 n c Ii shells from 
the forward t u n :,t of the Iowa seemed 
to strike him lair in the how, and the 
tight was a spectacle.

Not even the voyager! in 
the Mayflower could take the laws of 
God and weave them into their dally 
life as a community with mole single­ 
ness of heart than the inhabitants of 
Annette Island, Alaska, have displayed. 


They are known as the M etlakatla 
Indians, and at the time of their ('inn­ 
ing to the island had made some prog 
ress in civilization. 
Today they art 
citizens of whom any country midi* 
be proud. 
They have sworn allegianc 
to 
the 
American 
government 
they 
were originally from British America 
and have received a part of tin* island 
for their own. 


The largest church and the largest 
•ongregatlon in Alaska belong to tin 
Indians. 
What sort of citizens they 
have made, and from whence their civ 
Jlizatlon has sprung, may be learned 
from a declaration read every year Iii 
their town-meeting. 
They have a town 
hall to hold the meeting in and a good 
schoolhouse beside. 
Once a year, at 
the town-meeting, they read the follow­ 
ing declaration: 


“We, 
the 
people 
of 
Metlaknhtli, 
Alaska, in order to secure to ourselves 
our posterity the blessing# of a (’hris- 
tlan home, do severally subscribe to the 
following rules for the regulation of 
our conduct and town affairs: 


“First, to reverence the Sabbath arid 
to refrain from all unnecessary secu­ 
lar work on that day; to attend divine 
worship; to take the Bible as our rule 
of faith, and regard all true Christians 
as our brethren, and to be truthful, 
honest and industrious. 


“Second, to be faithful and loyal to 
the government and laws of the Bolted 
States. 


“Third, to record our votes when call­ 
ed upon for the election of the town 
council, and promptly to obey all by­ 
laws and orders imposed by the said 
council. 
, 


“ Fourth, to attend to the education 
of our children, and keep them at 
school as regularly as possible.” 


There are several 
more 
prr misos 
made, but these a r e specimens. 
How 
well this declaration is kept may be 
judged from the fact that no liquor is 
sold in the town, and that there has 
never been a criminal sent from the 
town to Sitka, tin* capital of Alaska. 
It is little wonder that s o m e of tin* 
Alaskan tribes have joined these in­ 
dians. 
The Metlakahtla Indians arc in 
dustrious and successful, their principal 
industry being salmon-canning.
